Briton  Tells  Students 
Of  ‘Atom  Saturation’ 


Citations  Issued  as  ‘Stimulation’ 


BRIGHAM  YOUNG  University 
students  cited  last  week  for  fail- 
ure to  clear  their  out-of-state  cars 
have  all  been  spared  the  custom- 
ary $5  fine,  Provo  pdlice  said 
Tuesday. 

More  than  60  citations  were  is- 
sued students  who  had  not  yet  ac- 
quired their  free  out-of-state 
stickers  during  two  days  of  ex- 
tensive road  blocks  last  week. 
Slate  law  provides  that  all  Utah 
residents  must  have  the  identifi- 
cation on  their  out-of-state  cars 
immediately.  The  law  prescribes 
a bail  or  fine,  either  amounting 
to  $5. 

HOWEVER,  THE  State  Tax 
Commission  regularly  extends  a 
60-day  courtesy  period  before 
fines  are  levied. 

Provo  Police  Chief  Huck  Snow 
said  Tuesday  that  to  his  knowl- 
edge Provo  City  Judge  W.  Dean 
Loose  has  not  charged  any  stu- 
dent the  $5.  He  said  the  Judge 
had  merely  required  them  to  pro- 
duce the  official  sticker  within 
a limited  time.  Judge  Loose  could 
,not  be  reached  Tuesday. 

“We  had  to  do  something  to 
stimulate  students  a little  and  to 
get  them  guessing,”  a police  of- 


ficer explained,  concerning  the  ■ 
blocks.  Police  said  no  more  cars ! 
wodld  be  stopped  for  stickers  un-  j 
til  the  60-day  period  ends,  about  j 
Nov.  26. 

CHIEF  SNOW  warned  that  all  j 
concerned  students  should  get 
their  stickers  immediately.  Fines ; 


will  not  be  waived  after  the 
courtesy  period  ends,  he  said.  The 
stickers  may  be  obtained  from 
the  State  Tax  Commission  in  the 
City-County  Building  on  presen- 
tation of  a letter  from  BYU  regis- 
trar. certifying  registration.  *

Legislative  Council  Meeting 
Rescheduled  for  Thursday 


LEGISLATIVE  Council  meet- 
ing has  been  rescheduled  for 
Thursday  night  in  order  that  vot- 
ing may  be  held  on  yell  leader 
candidates  by  that  group. 

Announcement  of  the  change 
was  made  Tuesday  by  Wid  Tin- 
gey,  studentbody  president.  The 
meeting  was  originally  Slated  for 
Wednesday  evening. 

Yell  leader  candidates  will  give 
an  exhibition  of  skill  before  the 
audience  of  the  Thursday  assem- 
bly. Candidates  were  chosen  by 
a legislative  council  committee 
Tuesday  night. 


TINGEY  URGED  students  to 
make  their  preferences  known  to 
members  of  the  legislative  coun- 
cil as  soon  after  the  assembly  as 
possible,  since  voting  will  be  held 
in  the  evening. 

Selection  of  candidates  for  yell 
leader  positions  has  been  pre- 
viously made  by  a committee 
composed  of  students  and  faculty 
members.  Legislative  council 
members  voted  two  weeks  ago  to 
institute  a new  system  whereby 
a committee  of  legislative  council 
members  chooses  candidates. 


SIR  ROGER  MAKINS,  British 
Ambassador  to  the  United  States, 
told  Brigham  Young  University 
students  and  faculty  members 
Tuesday  that  the  nearness  of  ar-

||  He  described  the  “saturation 
Ifcoint”  as  time  when  the  free 
[nations  and  the  Communist  states 
| Teach  a point  when  both  sides 
[will  possess  enough  weapons  to 
I obliterate  the  other. 

H “ARRIVAL  OF  the  thermonu- 
j clear  weapon  makes  a major  war 
.impossible  except  between  luna- 
tics' or  suicides,”  the  ambassador 
said. 

{ “But  if  these  developments 
make  major  war  impossible,  they 
do  not  mean  that  one  side  may 
I not  vanquish  the  other  by  bluff 
or  blackmail,”  he  warned. 

1 Makins  praised  the  recent  sc- 
ientific conference  en  the  peaceful 
Jiuses  of  atomic  energy  at  Geneva, 
]£»nd  said  that  it  had  a good  effect 
i on  international  relations — the 
‘ effect  later  known  as  the  “spirit 
<jf  Geneva.” 

I HE  DECLARED  that  progress 
|i*  is  being  made  on  President  Eisen- 
)':  bower’s  proposals  to  the  United 
^Nations  for  an  international 
?•  atomic  energy  authority  for  the

purpose  of  bettering  mankind. 

Sir  Roger  related  the  story  of 
the  atom  bomb’s  development, 
and  noted  that  the  United  States’ 
policy  of  keeping  atomic  secrets 
hindered  British  scientists  even 
though  American  scientists  well, 
understood  that  there  was  noth- 
ing permanently  secret  about  the 
bomb. 

“ON  THE  OTHER  hand,”  he 
said,  “perhaps  it  was  a good 
thing  for  us  in  Britain  to  be  driv- 
en to  rely  on  our  own  wits.  We 
may  even  have  found  out  in  the 
process  a thing  or  two  which 
had  escaped  your  notice,” 

The  British  envoy  predicted 
that  “for  all  its  te'rrible  implica- 
tions. I believe  that  the  effect 
of  the  development  of  atomic  en- 
ergy on  - human  society  will  be  j 
good  and  beneficient.” 

Elder  Hugh  B.  Brown,  assistant 
to  the  Quorum  of  the  Twelve,  in- 
troduced the  speaker.  Formerly 
president  of  the  British  mission, 
Elder  Brown  was  once  a religion 
professor  at  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity. 

HIS  SON,  Hugh  C.  Brown,  a 
former  student,  at  Brigham  Young 
University,  was  lost  while  pilot- 
ing a Royal  Air  Force  plane 
during  World  War  II.  Young 
Brown  had  enlisted  in  the  “Eagle 
Squadron,”  a group  of  American 
RAF  fliers. 


Council  Gives 
Erring  Units 
Rush  Warning 

A WARNING  to  social  units  to 
obey  the  “spirit  of  the  law”  as 
well  as  the  letter,  was  issued 
Monday  night  in  Inter-Organi- 
zatidnal  Council  meeting  by  Pres- 
ident Karl  Snow. 

One  unit,  and  possibly  two 
more,  have  violated  the  rules 
already,  Snow  said. 

Action  will  be  taken  this  week 
by  the  Central  Rushing  Commit- 
tee in  the  absence  of  a judicial 
system,  to  deal  with  offenders. 

RULE  VIOLATED  states,  “It 
shall  be  illegal  to  in  any  way  deny 
applicants  admission  to  member- 
ship except  by  the  prescribed  pro- 
cedures, or  in  any  way  determine 
membership.” 

The  unit,  Cami  Los,  invited  ten 
girls  to  a party  last  Thursday 
night,'  Snow  said.  Since  the  girls 
were  unaffiliates  the  unit  is 
charged  with  trying  to  "deter- 
mine new  membership.” 

SNOW  STRESSED  that  stem 
measures  will  be  taken  this  year 
if  need  be  to  enforce  new  rushing 
procedures  and  controls  for  social 
units. 

Business  conducted  in  the  IOC 
meeting  included  drawing  of 
places  by  organization  represen- 
tatives for  the  homecoming  par- 
ade.

! SOCIOLOGISTS  of  Brigham 
Young  University  are  attempting 
to  discover  social  changes  taking 
j place  in  Utah  County.  Family,  in- 
I dustry,  agriculture,  and  educa- 
I tion  are  among  elements  that  are 
j being  investigated. 

The  main  objective  of  this 
J study  is  to  furnish  information 
j that  will  be  useful  to  the  general 
| field  of,  sociology  as  a science 
j and  the  various  agencies  such  as 
j the  Church,  government,  school, 

} and  civic  organization.  This  study 
is  now  in  its  second  year  of  ex- 
tensive research.  It  is  being  car- 
, ried  out  by  qualified  graduate 
j students  and  faculty  members 

I who  are  interested  in  the  various 
aspects  of  the  problem. 

I I MARIAN  AFFLECK,  a gradu- 
ate student,  is  now  preparing 
data  on  employees  at  the  Gen- 
eva Steel  plant.  This  phase  of 
study  is  to  analyze,  not  only  char- 
acteristics of  individuals  who 


work  there,  but  also  some  of  the 
problems  of  adjustment  that  have 
been  encountered  by  these  em- 
ployees. So  far  she  has  found 
that  most  people  moving  in  to 
work  at  Geneva  Steel  are  Utahns 
or  people  from  neighboring 
states.  She  also  discovered  that 
there  has  been  a high  percentage 
of  turnover  among  employees.
